ORFJtT TEST CASE THROUGH CAVANAGH. 



Coniineneemeut of One is Likely to Come If Former 
Betting Manager Is Indicted. 



Ni-w York, July 10. — The calling of John Caviinagh 
and his assistants before the grand jury makes it 
plain that an attempt is lielng made by Governor 
Hughes and his direct aides to prove connection Im*- 
iween Oavanagh, the former manager of the liettiiig 
ring, and tlie race irac-k owners, wlio, according 
to the statement of acting District .\ttorrey Elder, 
have received a revetiue from liotikniakers for the 
lirlvllege of doing business at the track. 

Cavauagb declares that he has never sold privilt'ges 
to liookmakers or auylioiy else and that the sale of 
"advance information” is strictly a private business 
venture. The "advance information” has been sold 
to ell iiersoiis who wished to get the names of the 
Jocke.vs ami starters ten minutes before they were 
publicly jiosted. 'i’lie slips have also be<‘n lianded 
to the newBpaiters to facilitate the sending of re- 
!«>rts from the track. Cuviimigh never lias received 
a salary from the niee ti-.-icks for <-onductiug affairs 
in the lietflug ring. He was ]iermltted to sell sta- 
tionery to IsKikmakers and others liefore the new law 
was passed. It was also liis privilege to gather the 
"advance information, ’’ whleh has grown into a 
pffifltaMe liu.siness. 

Cavauagb has rep<-afedl,v stated that tlie ra<-iiig 
associations have never r*-eeiv«al one dollar of the 
pronts accruing from his privileges in tlie ring. 

It is likely that Cavanagli’s iiidicfineut will make 
the grand test case against the llart-.\guew law. 
He will jirohably be eliarginl under that law. with 
aiding and aliening liookiiiakiiig and gambling on 
the metropolitan rac<“ tracks. 

There is sharp ilemand here that a real test case 
lie, started at once. A writer in the Telegraph d.-- 
tmes public opinion as it is applied to the racing 
situation in tliis way: 

"It is due the Jocke.v ('Inb from itself and it is 
due tile lovers of racing from the Jockey I'liili that 
a radical test be made of tlie law GoveriUir Hughes 
forced through the legislature. This test was ex- 
pected immediately uihui the signing of the slaliite 
and its taking cfl'cct. It should not l>e delayed. 

•■Attorneys for tlie .lockcy I'lnb and lawyers in 
general, in pro|iorlion of seven out of ten, as.“erl 
the invalidity of tlie Hughes law for the iireveniioii 
of racing. They baac tlieir argunient on the In- 
formality, the illegality, of the election of Si-nator 
Wallace, who tfs»k the dt-ccuscil Fraiichot’s jdacc. 
Here Is a vital law point in dispute with the i-ourts 
ojieii for its final settlement. 

"Just liy way of s»"ttlement of a deliatahle ques- 
tion, tlie entire matter should be gone tlinsigh in an 
upper court. The .bs’key <'lub is the IxkI.v u|x>ii 
which devolv<*s the duty of testing the law. 'I'lie 
Jcs’kev Club rul(-8 govern racing and racing men, 
therefore the Jockey Club should assure itsi-lf Hint 
the statute laws affecting tlu- turf are legally 
enacted. 

"It is |M>sslble the Jockey Gliili is awaiting niitll 
after the ts'iUtlcal critiventlons ts-fore making tlie 
supreme test of the virtue of this Hughes law. I 
have heard it suggested tliat none will be made until 
after the uouiiuees are decided uikiu by the iiarties 
•D() bosses and hu^tded out to the waiting elector-

The Jockey Club may be hohling off 
fearing that if the Hughes law is torn np the hack. 
Hughes will make Idniself again the candidate for 
governorship. It is not probable that Hughes would 
get as man.v voles in the state convention as he got 
at Chicago for the presidency. I believe that If he 
were to make a campaign on the platform of “No 
Uiieiug,” as he tlireateiieil, in ease this law were 
not passed, he would be defeatc'd as Joyously and 
decisively as he would on any other platform. 
Whether he has acted in gfsid faith -which I ihiiiht 

or not. Hughes, as a politb-al jMiwer, lias gone 
lo waste — and his political |iower, liy the way. was 
wlioll.v delegated. He has no inherent merit. 
Whether Hughes is a danger or not; whether the 
issue is raeiiig or no, it is not the part of courage 
for the JiK-ke.v Club to await an easier time for the 
test. For this fight all seagons should be summer 
and all opportiiultles slurtild be accepted. The win- 
ning of cases on technical objections in low courts 
i'.iul eontiiiuiiig iiijiiuetioiis by agreement, is not en- 
tirely agreeable to the men who iipholil the s|<ort 
and who are made or broken as horse breeding 1 h-- 
eomes an established industry or is destroyed liy a. 
wliimsieal bigot. 

"This is Iiarilly the time to remain <iuleseent, but 
rather Hie time for the Joi-key Club to get up and 
hurl a few bricks 011 its own account. It has 
stoppl'd sufiioient In Hie iiast to afford it a good 
supply of uumiimltion.”
